Prepared by. Mr. Bowen—Allies Could 
Have Had Preferential Treatment 
‘tf They Had Asked it at 
the Right Time. 


WASHINGTON, May 10—How Great 
Britain, Germany, and Italy could for the 
asking have secured from Venezuela pref- 
erential treatmient in the settlement of 
their claims had they asked in time, and 
theréby been relieved of the necéssity of 
an appeal to THe Hague, with its conse- 
quent expense and delay, is told in the Blue 
Book which. Herbert W. Bowen, who acted 
as Venezuela's plenipotentiary in the nego- 
tiations jat Washington, has prepared, con- 
taining the corréspondence and cabjegramis. 
relating. to the Venezuelan protocols. It 
shows that President Castro conferred on 
Mr. Bowen two sets of powefs, one author- 
izing him to conduct negotiations exclusive- 
ly with “the representatives of the allied 

wers, and the other granting him’ full 
authority to effect a séttlement with the 
representatives of all nations having claims 
against Venezuela. ; 

Mr. Bowen on the day of his arrival here 
called at the Embassies of the allied powers 
to present his»credentials. He presénted 
first his full powers, though expecting that 
these -wouki be objected to promptly, in 
which event he intended to fall back on the 
original powers granted to him. Instead the 
Italian and Bfitish Ambassadors ahd. the 
German Chargé accepted without question 
Mr, Bowen's letters empowering him to 
negotiate with al! the creditor nations. In 
so doing they “waived at the outset the 
question of separate ‘or preférential ‘treat- 
ment for their Governments, and this point 








were practically ready for signature. 

The Blue Bock begins with President 
Castro's note of Dec, 9, 1002, expressing 
his willingness*to arbitrate the differences 
of the allied powers and: the Cardcas Gov-, 
ernment, and: requesting .Mr,.

MR. CLEVELAND FOR A THIRD TERM. 

We are quite unable to- believe that 
either the views er the wishes of Mr. 
Bryan in respect to-the Democratic 
nomination for the Presidency next year 
are of serious importance to his coun- 
trymen. Accordingly, when Mr. BRYAN 
declares, as he is reported to have de- 
clared, in an interview with a corre- 
spondent of The Newark News, 
“there is not the remotest possibility of 
Mr. CLEVELAND becoming the nominee,” 
the remark, in our j dgment,calls for 
notice only because it: furnishes an ap- 
propriate: occasion for observing that 
Mr. Bryan is no longer.in a position to 
say who will or who will not be the nom- 
inee. 

That observation would not have been 
justified two years ago. Perhaps it 
would not have been true one year ago. 
But there has been a notable change in 
the temper and in thé spirit and pros- 
pects of the Democratic Party within 
the twelyemonth. There has been a 
change no less notable {nm the temper and 
in the status of Mr. Brran. His temper 
is undeniably bad and his status is that 
of one who stands elone. We do not 
hear that he is any longer consulted by 
Democrats of influence, and his public 
utterances of late have consisted either 
of mere scolcing at old and tried leaders 
or of excited appeals to the party to re- 
sist and beat back the swelling forces of 
reorganization. 

In a National Democratic Convention 
a two-thirds vote is required to nomi- 
nate. Not so very long ago Mr. BRYAN 
would have been able to control more 
than one-third of the delegates—and no 
candid person can have doubted that if 
he was unable to rule the party he 
would have done his best to ruin it. It 
is not so now. The power has gone from 
him. There will be approximately one 
thousand delegates in the Democratic 
Convention next year. We make bold to 
say that if Mr. W. J. Brran sets out to 
control one-third of these delegates 
against the nomination of ex-President 
CLEVELAND or of any other Democrat of 
like strength end standing he will fail 
altogether. 

It is a fortunate day for the Democ- 
racy when the sinking of that false lead- 
er into impotence and obscurity can be 
so confidently asserted and believed.

“THE “DYNAMITE” OUTRAGE ? 

The. shudder with which all readers of 
newspapers followed the story of an at · 
tempt to introduce into the hold of the 
Umbria a box of. dynamite duly pre- 
pared for explosion. was quite justified 
by the facts as they were known on Sat- 
urday night, Whether there’ was any 
real danger, or. whether the affair was a 
practical joke of gruesome nature, can- 
not yet fully be determined. 

The authorities still speak of the su 
stance’ found in «the box as dynamite, 
though it does not appear that any tests 
of its actual character haye been made, 
There is also some-doubt in the mind of 
Mr. Murray, it would seem, as to the 
probability of an explosion from the con- 
trivance arranged ostensibly for that 
purpose. The absence of fulminant in- 
dicates that even if the sticks packed 
in the..box were real dynamite, 
a severe jar, such as it was not likely 
to receive, would have been needed to 
explode them. Of course the authorities 
are bound to press the investigation to 
the utmost, so long as the slightest ques- 
tion remains of criminal intent. But at 
this writing the chances appear to‘ be 
that the versatile letter writer and ama- 
teur dynamiter was engaged in a pretty 
shabby hoax. 

THE BUSINESS MAN IN INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENTS. 

The graceful recognition by Mr. ANn- 
DREW CARNEGIE of the fact that in his 
selection for the Presidency of the Brit- 
ish Iron and Steel Institute the man of 
affairs was given an honor which has 
hitherto been conferred only upon those 
who haye become distinguished by great 
technical achievements in invention or 
discovery or the adaptation of means to 
ends is not the outgrowth of™personal 
modesty. While it is quite true, as he 
said, that he is the first in the honorable 
suc¢ession who could not describe in the 
address from the chair some great and 
revolutionary invention in metallurgy or 
mechanics, he perfectly understood that 
he had, as a business man, done things 
quite as remarkable and equally revolu- 
tionary, and that more than any one con- 
nected with the iron and steel trades he 
has demonstrated the fact that the ca- 
pacity for organization and successful 
management is necessary for the co-ordi- 
nation of the work of the chemist, the 
mechanician, the inventor, and the in- 
vestigator. 

A generation ago this was wholly dif- 
ferent. The Captains of Industry were 
then the men who with their own hands 
or as the result of their own study of 


‘technical problems had made the great- 


est contributions to technical progress; 
just as the greatest merchants were men 
who could fill any position from entry 
clerk to senior partner, and the great- 
est journalists were those whose forceful 
pens had conquered a sphere of influ- 
ence, political and social, which was as 
individual as any personal asset. All of 
this is now changing, or has changed. To 
the man of affairs, working through the 
special knowledge or skill of others, hav- 
ing the judgment to select wisely, to 
value results correctly, and to do noth- 
ing himself which others can do as well 
or’ better, we are indebted for industrial 
and .commercial developments which 
were impossible under the old order of 
things. Such men command the confi- 
dence of capital as technical men and in- 
ventive geniuses do not—and should not. 
The qualities which make a man great 
in any field of applied science are\usually 
those which disqualify him.for the larg- 
est measure of success in business. For 
such the attractions of the drawing 
board or the laboratory are much strong- 
er than those of the counting room or 
the sales office. It is a safe generaliza- 
tion that Mr. CARNEGIE could not have 
made the success he did and placed him- 
self. conspicuously at the head of ‘the 
steel industry of the world if he had been 
‘‘practical’”’ in furnace building or steel 
manufacture. . 

The technical man has no reason to 
be jealous of the business man, still less 
to feel that he is displaced by him from. 
the position in which he belongs. The 
business man makes the labor of the 
technical man twice as valuable by its 
better and.more effective utilization, He 
creates organizations in which each may 
develop his talent to the fullest, ¢elieved 
of uncongenial duties and undisturbed by

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MEXICO’S SILVER. | 

The statements made in THe Times of 
Saturday by Sefior Limanrtour, the Mex- | 
ican Minister of Finance, leave no room 
for doubt as to the nature,of the change 
which Mexico is to make in her currency 
system. “We are not trying to make 
Mexico a gold country,” says the Mexi- 
can Minigter. “For many and varied 
reasons such an effort would .be futile. 
The undertaking would be foolish A 
country of whose exports 40 per cent. is ! 
silver, a country whose silver production 
has through all the generations been’ the 
foremost constituent of national wealth, 
is barred from any such venture as from 
time to time is thoughtlessly suggested 
by some monometallist prophets.” 

Nevertheless,. when Sefior LIMANTOUR, 
declares that it is not at all the aim of 
his Government “to try to increase the 
market value of silver,” and that “ what 
the Government seeks to accomplish is 
to make sure that our silver money shall 
stop its disturbing fluctuations,”’ he 
makes it very plain that Mexico, what- 
ever terms may be applied in describing 
the process, intends to establish the gold 
standard. That Is the pnly monetary 
standard his description will fit.  Bi- 
metallism implies a continual desire and 
\effort by artificial means, which histor- 
ically have always been futile, to try to 
increase the market value of silver. 
That purpose Sefior Limantour dis- 
claims. In quitting the silver standard,, 
it is certainly not to bimetallism that 
Mexico betakes herself, and when he de- 
scribes the measures by which a stop 
is to be put to the disturbing fluctua- 
tions of Mexican silver money, he makes 
it evident that it is the demonetization 
of silver that is about to be achieved in 
our sister republic. 

\There are to be coined 100,000,000 of | 
new Mexican dollars, but free and un- 
limited coinage is to be abolished. That 
demonetizes silver at once. The Gov- 
ernment will guarantee the new silver 
dollars at a stable value of 50 cents 
each, and to make good its guarantee 
it will maintain a specific gold reserve 
of $25,000,000—equal to 50 per cent. of 
the guaranteed value of the issue. That 
is to say, the Mexican Government will 
put its credit and good faith behind the 
silver dollar, precisely as we havé done 
in our laws declaring it to be our policy 
to maintain a parity of exchange value 
for all our coins. The present exchange 
value of the old Mexican silver dollaf is 
38 cents. It is the credit.ef the Govern- 
ment and its guarantee that raise the 
new dollar, containing the same amount 
of silver, to an exchange value of 50 
cents. The silver standard fails, of 
course, and has failed in the past in 
Mexico. Gold is the real measure in all 
important exchanges. In future, gold 
will be the acknowledged measure and 
standard, whatever attempts may be 
made to clothe the acknowledgment in 
disguising phrases. 

It is interesting to note that the Treas- 
ury notes of the new _Mexican.loan of 
$12,500,000, the management of which 
has been committed to the banking 
house of Speyer & Co, in this city, are 
to be issued in dollars—American  dol- 
lars. It has been usual for minor coun- 
tries to consult the tastes of the lender 
in this respect, and loans in pounds

Elsewhere it is an ex- 
otic, kept alive only by laborious cultiva- 
tion. Indeed, tobacco as we know it would 
disappear from the earth in a very few 
years if left to the tender mercies of 
“nature,” and whether the poor weed from 
which.it has been developed would then 
reappear in its original narrow limits is a 
question as dubious as it is unimportant. - 
What, however, has the abundance of to- 
baceo to do with the propriety of its use by 
man? He never has recognized any rule 
of selection like that the existence of
